SURVEY SHOWS MANY 
UNPROTECTED 
FROM DISEASE 


Several thousand people 
in Coffee County are un- 
protected from diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, 
polio and smallpox, accor- 
ding to survey results re- 
leased today by Dr. C.D, 
McLeod, county health off- 
icer. 

The survey showed; 

More than 2000 chil- 
dren, ages 1-5, without 
gmallpox vaccinations. 

Less than one-fourth of 
the 15-39 age group with 
up-to-date tetanus protect- 
ion. 

Hundreds of children, 
ages 5-14, neglecting to 
keep-up their diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus 
protection, 

And more than 4000 
people under age 39 with no 
protection from polio, 

Field agents of the 
health department com- 
pleted the two-week survey 
last Friday. The house-to- 
louse sampling gathered 
information about vaccina- 
cions from several hundred 
parents. The project was 
sponsored by the Coffee 
County Medical Society and 
the county health depart- 
ment in cooperation with 
che Alabama Department 
of Public Health, 

According to the survey 
for children under five, 
less than 10 percent of the 
non-white children have 
smallpox protection, Pro~ 
tection from this disease 
among white children was 
only one in four. More than 
half of all children, ages 
5-14, and almost half of 
the 15-39 group were with- 
‘ut smallpox protection, 

The interviewers found 
only 25 percent of the 
whites and one-sixth of the 
non-whites in the 15-39 age 
group with recent tetanus 
shots. The findings indi- 
cated that at least 6000 
people in this age group 
were unprotected from 
tetanus, 

“The survey showed a 
considerable drop between 
basic DPT vaccinations and 
dpt boosters,’’ Doctor 
McLeod said, The health 
officer pointed out that 
booster shots were neces~ 
sary for the child’s ‘‘con- 
tinued protection’’ from 
diphtheria, whooping and 
tetanus, 

Almost 80 percent of the 
5-14 children had either 
Salk or Sabin polio yac~ 
cinations, the survey 
showed. Thisprotection 
figure was considerably 
lower for pre-school chil- 
dren and the 15-39 age 
group. 

Dr. McLeod urged par- 
ents to take their children 
to their family physician 
or the county health depart-

cording to H,B, Thompson, 
county agent. 


year. There is no doubt in 
anyone’s mind that defoli- 
ation pays when yields are 
high and plants are tall, 


‘ leafy, and succulent. This 
is especially true where 


mechanical pickers are 
going tobe used. Conditions 
are certainly favorable at 
present for defoliation to 
pay big dividends due to 
the excessive rains of the 
last few weeks. 

Good defoliation will 
mean less foreign matter, 
less boll rot, less green 
stain; therefore, better 
grades. 

Before a defoliant is 
used, the top bolls should 
be 30 to 35 days old. Unde: 
normal conditions, results 
have been good when de- 
foliants were used at the 
time about 60-65 percent 
of the bolls were open. 

Boll rot is giving all 
cotton producers a lots of 
trouble this year due to 
excessive rains and rank 
cotton, It may be profitable 
to lose some top bolls be- 
cause of immaturity thanto 
lose mature bolls on the 
bottom of the plant due to 
boll rot. Thompson sug- 
gests that you compare the 
number of sound, immature 
bolls with the number of 
rotting bolls. This will help 
you decide when to de- 
foliate.
